WILMINGTON - The legal tussle

‘The light department employees 
hope to receive an appeal from the 
Boston-based Contributory Retire- 
ment Appeals Board sometime in 
the coming weeks. Meanwhile, 
some town officials and committee 
members have voiced opposition to 
the basis of the appeal calling the 
decision to allow local ratepayers 
to shoulder the burgeoning legal 
fees of the employees unfair. 

‘The issue developed in 1995 when 
the Reading Retirement Board 
agreed that RMLD General Man- 
ager Leonard Rucker and Assis- 
tant Managers Richard Murch and 
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seeking the position. Other candi- 
dates included: Daniel O'Connell, 
an assistant principal in Haverhill, 
nt principal from Bellows 
alls, Vt.

Garfield explained that similar 
situations between her middle 
school and the West Intermediate 
appealed to her when choosing to 
apply for the job.

In her own school, Garfield has 
been dealing with preparing stu 
dents for the- Massachusetts Com: 
prehensive Assessment (M.C.A.S.) 
and trying to align the school’s 
iculum the state’s curriculum 
standards. “We have to be held 
accountable for what goes on in the 
schools,” said Garfield. “Elements 
of the test do reflect what needs to 
changed.” 

Garfield will be bringing a great 
deal of experience with her to the 
new position. “In Swampscott, I 
was a teacher at the high school 
and a seventh and eighth grade 
middle school teacher,” said 
Garfield. She taught French and 
Spanish at both levels for seven 
years. Garfield then spent a year 
as the foreign language department 
chair in Medfield. She transferred 
back to Swampscott for four years 
as a middle school team leader and 
foreign language teacher before 
spending the last four years at the 
Collins Middle School in Salem. 

When asked what she felt is the 
most important focal area as the 
new principal, Garfield stated that 
educating the kids is the most cru- 
cial point. “I'd like to look at ways 
in which the students can develop 
their knowledge. Students need to 
be able to get the right answer and 
let us know how they arrived at the 
answer,” said Garfield. “We have 
to engage the kids in class room 
activities.”

Cut-backs in professional development

WILMINGTON - The lack of 
teacher substitutes while teachers 
take off school days for profes- 
sional development has been a con- 
tinuing topic of concern for the 
Schoo! Committee throughout the 
school year. 

In introducing the Professional 
Development plans for 1998-99, Cur- 
riculum Coordinator Lore Nielsen 
stated that the Professional Devel- 
opment Committee gave special 
consideration to this very issue. 

According to a letter from 
Nielsento Superintendent Geraldine 
O’Donneil, the Wilmington Profes- 
sional Development plans build on 
the past two years of professional 
development and reflects require- 
ments of Education Reform, the 
district’s Strategic Plan, the Tech- 
nology Plan, the Mentor Plan, and 
the grant requirements, such as 
PALMS. 

To help ameliorate the problem, 
the Professional Development Com- 
mittee chose to decrease the num- 
ber of days teachers are removed

from the class rooms tor their par- 
ticipation in Professional Develop- 
ment activities. 

The letter to O’Donnell details 
the five specific professional focal 
areas for 1998-99 that will be altered 
to comply with the Committee’s 
desire to limit the number of work 
days requiring substitute coverage. 

‘The changes include: Research 
for Better Teaching courses will 
not be initiated during the school 
year; Wilmington will not partici- 
pate in the Salem State Collabora- 
tive Project for Mathematics, Sci- 
ence, and Interdisciplinary Educa- 
tion; curriculum task forces will 
not be scheduled during the work 
day; no CCC Success Maker train- 
ing will be scheduled during the 
work day; other grant required pro- 
grams, such as Mentor training 
will be minimized to the extent 
possible. 

Nielsen said the majority of the 
activities will now be offered to the 
teachers on non-duty time. 

The program that has “taken the 


biggest hit” in terms of substitutes 
is the Research for Better Teach- 
ing courses, according to Nielsen. 
Research for Better 
Teaching-Understanding Teaching 
I, Il is the foundation training for 
implementing a standards-driven 
curriculum system and the basis to 
thedistrict’s performance appraisal 
system. 

Ina summer training series, the 
first four days of UT-I and II will be 
offered in June and August. “We 
have added the fourth day to the 
contractual obligation to lessen the 
impact on classes in the fall,” reads 
the letter. 

Nielsen is optimistic the prob- 
lems surrounding UT-I and II will 
improve with 88% of the teachers 
completing UT-I and II by the fall. 

On behalf of the Professional 
Development Committee, Nielsen 
made a few recommendations con- 
cerning professional development 
and substitutes during the days. 
She stated that we, in terms of the 
Wilmington schools, need to con-

tinue to work diligently to increase 
the number of quality substitutes 
available to the classes. 

The Professional Development 
Committee also noted that the 
schools need to recognize and ad- 
dress their responsibilities under 
the state’s Education Reform that 
requires the school department to 
provide professional development 
to teachers for re-certification and 
to spend $75 per student each year 
on professional development. 

In response to Nielsen's report, 
Chairperson Barbara Breakey said, 
“] just want you to understand that 
no one on the Committee is against 
Professional Development. But, 
when we saw the high number of 
students not being educated, it 
alarmed us.” 

Nielsen stated that the Profes- 
sional Development plan will be 
cutting-back on 280 substitute days. 

The Committee voiced their ap- 
proval of the adjustments and Com- 
mittee member Suzanne Rooney, 
who has numerously conveyed her 
concern over the problem, stated 
she appreciated the changes. 

The Committee has unsuccess- 
fully debated different salaries to 
pay substitute teachers. Commit- 
tee member Susanne Clarkin said, 
“We have to face the reality as far 
as substitute pay.” She continued 
by criticizing the $50-per-day pay- 
ment idea, calling it an “unreason- 
able amount of pay” in today’s eco- 
nomic conditions. 

Breakey proposed implementing 
a subcommittee to review the con- 
tinuing problems with Nielsen dur- 
ing the summer.

DON’T TRIP UP ON 
HOME SALES 


The 1997 tax law allows couples to 
exclude as much as $500,000 in capital 
gains on the sale of one’s principal resi- 
dence. But that doesn’t mean every couple 
or every house; there are limitations 

First, the home must have been the cou- 
ple’s primary residence for at least two 
years during the five-year period leading up 
to the sale (or exchange). Either spouse 
may own the house, but both must have 
lived there. Second, if depreciation has 
been taken on part of the house as a home 
office, that part of the gain is taxable at 25 
percent. 

What happens if one spouse dies? The 
surviving spouse who owns the property 
can only take the $500,000 exclusion if the 
house is sold in the year of death (so that a 
joint return can be used). However, the 
decedent's share of the capital gains on the 
house is forgiven at death. That That imme- 
diately raises the survivor's basis and limits 
the taxable gain.

Wilmington Historical Commission presents seven 


Wilmington Veterans of World War Il 


Next Wednesday evening will be an evening of remembrances to 
remember. Six local World War Two Veterans will introduce on a 
panel to share with the audience and each other their memories of 
the War. Walter “Porky” Muse, Bill Nee, Bill McNabb, George Foley, 
Paul Godzyk and Capt. Larz Neilson will be swapping stories at the 
Knights of Columbus Hall from 7 to 10 p.m 

The Wilmington Historical Commission has assembled these 
veterans to stimulate interest in the period. There are several 
hundred WWII Veterans living in Wilmington and Tewksbury. It 
would be impossible to impanel all of them but audience participa- 
tion is scheduled as part of the program, 

The evening is free to all who may wish to come and there will be 
refreshments! 

Bill McNabb of Fitz Terrace Wilmington joined the Marines in 
October 1942. He shipped out to New Zealand immediately. From 
there he went to Guadal Canal then to the island of Bourganville, to 
Guam and then to Okinawa 

Bill Nee or Harris St., Wilmington served in the Coast Guard from 
October 1942. After boot camp at the Provincetown Inn in “P-Town” 


Cape Cod he served aboard the USS Pride DE-323 in a convoy to the 
Mediterranean Theatre, then back to the Atlantic to chase wolf pack 
subs around Newfoundland. 

Walter “Porky” Muse of Muse Ave., Wilmington joined the Army 
in October 1943. He served in the 36th Division in Italy, Africa and 
Belgium. He was wounded three times at Monte Casino, in Italy. 

George Foley of Parker Street Wilmington enlisted in the Navy 
in February 1943. After attending training schools he was assigned 
to permanent duty aboard the USS San Francisco in August 1944 
where he served until his detachment in April 1946. He transferred 
to the Navy Reserve and retired from the Reserve as a Chief Petty 
Officer in 1985. 

Paul Godzyk enlisted in the Navy in August 1942. After the shake 
down cruise of his ship from Maryland through the Caribbean, the 
Panama Canal, Nicaragua, San Diego on to the Hawaiian Islands 
then to the war zone. He saw the Islands of Eniwetok and Kwajalein 
devastated. At day break they were beautiful islands, by noon 
everything was mowed down. He could see the ocean on the other

side of the island. Then on tothe Soloman Islands which were already, 
invaded and the Guam. In Guam they “really got into it.” ' 

Tom Galka of Atlantic Ave. Wilmington joined the Army in Dee; 
of 1942. He shipped out on anLST to Tunis in North Africa to get ready} 
for the invasion of Sicily.. While he was in North Africa he saw, 
Roosevelt and Churchill. Galka was landed at Scogliti with the 54th! 
Medical Battalion, the first medical unit to land in Italy (with the 5th 
Army). Later he went all through Italy, until Italy surrendered. 

Larz Neilson graduated Wilmington High School in 1928 then 
attended the Massachusetts Maritime Academy. He worked aboard: 
several vessels, working his way up through the Merchant Marine 
during the 30’s. When the war broke out the government comman- 
deered the Merchant Marine. Larz was given the rank of Captain, 
one of the youngest men to hold that rank at that time and he was still 
a civilian, his ship unarmed and many times unescorted. His trips 
went to every corner of the globe and beyond. He has published his 
stories in the Town Crier for these last 44 years and he'll be telling 
a few next Wednesday evening - be there!

A Wilmington resident for 32 
years, Ross was rewarded Friday, 
May 8 at the K of C Hall by the 
“Good Guy” Committee for his vol- 
untary work and contributions to 
the town. The committee, which 
consists of former recipients of the 
award, receives letters from people 
seeking to nominate individuals, 
and the committee makes an evalu- 
ation based on the letters. Ross 
stated that he does not know who 
nominated him 

Doris Ross commented on how 
unique the award is. “When we 
were calling people about the award 
night, they would say they never 
heard of it these are people from 
other towns. They said what a nice 
thing it was for the town to do and 
they couldn’t get over the fact that 
the town would, every year, do 
something like that,” said Ross. 

Ross’ list of unselfish~ acts 
through out the years are exten- 
sive. “I do a lot for the Knights of 
Columbus. It’s a great organiza- 
tion. I’m also involved with the 


Sons of Italy. I do a lot for my 
church. But, we do these things in 
private. I don’t know how all these 
people found out,” said Ross jok- 
ingly. “I'm involved with a lot of 
people that are involved with the 
townand we help out with the fourth 
of July committee.” 

Asacontractor, Ross stated that 
he often does work for people who 
sometimes can not afford it. “Be- 
ing in the trade, you tend to work 
for a lot of older people as you grow 
older and they kind of depend on 
you. So, just the mere fact that they 
call you in the middle of the night 
and you go there to do something 
they think it’s phenomenal. But, 
it’s just what people should do,” 
said Ross. 

Assisting Ross in many of the 
activities is his wife. “Doris does a 
lot. In fact, they should have a good 
couple award because she’s always 
been my good guy,” affectionately 
said Ross. 

He is grateful for being recog- 
nized, but Ross is uncomfortable 
speaking about his good deeds. He 
confessed that his biggest fear was 
making his speech the night he was 
honored. “You do something and 
you don’t think you're going to be 
rewarded for it. You do it because 
it’s the right thing to do,” said Ross 

He believes there are countless 
deserving good people who go un- 
recognized. “Speak of the single 
mothers who take care of children.” 
said Ross. “There’s people in our 


church who take care of handi- 
capped children in wheel chairs. 
Those are great people, not just 
Good guys.” 

However bashful or uncomfort- 
able Ross is about the spotlight 
shinning on him for the moment, he 
is clearly a deserving recipient of 
the notoriety. Ross is genuinely 
sincere and while most people en- 
joy receiving gifts more than giv- 
ing them, Ross has a natural giving 
personality. He even insistedI take 
home a set of glasses that were 
amongst a growing collection. He 
would much rather discuss his 
daughter, who he calls the “pride 
and joy” of his life, and his grand 
daughter before boasting about him- 
self. 

His wife stated that they have a 
special group of friends who are 
seas Filling to help out when 
needed. Ross attributes his involve- 
ment in some of the work he has 
been recognized for to his friends. 
“They kind of bring you into these 
situations where whether you want 
to help or not, your helping and you 
don’t even think of not helping,” 
said Ross. “We've built handicapped 
ramps for people and things like 
that and you just do it and youdon’t 
need to be recognized.” « 

Doris summarized what being a 
“Good Guy” entails. “Being a ‘Good 
Guy’ is an all around thing. It’s 
your family, it’s your friends, it’s 
your church and it’s your commu- 
nity.”

trips of your childhood; you can 
almost taste the popcorn. The zoos 
of today work hard and invest a lot 
of money into making the habitats 
of the animals as close to their 
original surroundings as possible. 
We have recognized the importance 

ting these magnificent crea- 

vith respect and compassion 
Our actions, interest and concern 
regarding the “other” creatures that 
share the earth, will serve as an 
example to future generations: All 
this begins with understanding‘and 
awareness. As you enter the zoo to 
begin your adventure, try to ¢on- 
tain the urge to run from exhibit to 
exhibit. Take your time, read the 
information plaques (a good job for 
those young readers in your group) 
that introduce the animal you are 
observing. Take time to talk about 
the distinctive characteristic of the 
animal, how it might relate to its 


environment and how it might help 
them to survive. 

A great way to prepare for your 
visit might be a trip to the library 
where you can read up on some of 
the animals you might see. It adds 
to the whole experience when you 
learn that the cheetah is the fastest 
land animal and cantravel at speeds 
up to 60 MPH, and then you get to 
see him in real life! There are also 
television programs about anima 
that show where these creatures 
really come from, and how they 
survive inthe wild. You canevendo 
a virtual 200 tour on the Internet 
(http://now — 2000.com/kids/ 
zoos.shtm1) and visit zoos around 
the world. When planning your day 
be sure to call ahead to find out if 
there are any special events and 
when they are happening. You 
should also check to see when the 
animals’ feeding times are. This 
can be a good chance to get a 
glimpse of the shy animals you 
want to see. Don't forget to take 
your camera, sunscreen and a hat 
(for those sunny days), snacks and 
some comfortable shoes, For those 
families with little ones, take a 
stroller or even a wagon to keep 
those little legs from getting tired, 
and make him/her cranky. Youcan 
cut back on the cost of your adven- 
ture by packing a lunch and having 
amid day picnic. Many of the facili- 
ties have tables or open grassy 
areas to rest and have lunch. 

So, next time you're thinking 
about a fun activity for kids ages 
one to 100, take a trip around the 
world and enjoy a day with some of 
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the earth’s most exotic creatures, 
just zoo it!

WILMINGTON - As Wilmington 
students are taking the Massachu- 
setts Comprehensive Assessment 
(M.C.A.S,) tests, the school 
system's curriculum team leaders 
are diligently working to align the 
curriculum with the state's cur- 
riculum standards. 

"We're trying to match-up what 
the kids are going to be tested on 
with the total course of studies," 
said Curriculum Coordinator Lore 
Nielsen at the School Committee 
meeting May 13. 

Nielsen andthe curriculum team 
leaders, which includes math 
teacher Kathleen Bell, English 
teacher Cathy Symonds, science 
teacher James Megyesy and social 
studies teacher Robert Cripps, gave 
a M.C.A.S. presentation update to 
the School Committee, 

The M.C.A.S. tests are given to 
fourth, eighth and 10 graders. The 
Curriculum team leaders expressed 
that the students are doing well, but 
they are trying to make specific 
changes in the curriculum to better 
prepare the students. 

"There has to be a major cur- 
riculum revision to get in line with 
the state's curriculum standards," 
said Cripps. "We'll have to take all 
the freshmen and sophomores and 
the entire crew has to take geogra- 
phy and world history. It's 400 kids 
we're talking about and 400 new 
textbooks, so it's going to take a 
major commitment and revision of 
the curriculum." 

Symonds told the committee she 
discovered many of the questions

Bell stated that geometry and 
Statistic concepts need to imple- 
mented earlier, such as the eighth 
grade, rather than 10 grade 

With major revisions occurring 
to world history and geography, 
committee member Robert Young 
asked how long the changes will 
take. Responding, Cripps said the 
revisions should take a maximum 
of two years. 

Bell explained that one of the 
problems teachers are facing in 
preparing the students is the con- 
flicting material the SAT test and 
M.C.A.S. address, "It's like jump- 
ing in mid-stream," expressed Bell. 
“All of a sudden the kids are being 
asked questions in a way they've 
never seen. But kids, they are very 
adaptable.”

Local veteran 


Banda recalls “D-Day” 
and the “Forgotten few”. 


E N_DEVL' 
WILMINGTON - The year was 
1944. Roosevelt was in the midst of 
his fourth term in the White House, 
Sinatra crooned over the airwaves, 
and the country’s sons and daugh- 
ters were overseas inthe final years 
of the second World War. He was 
then a 23-year-old, alongside count- 
less others brave and young, 
trudged through the choppy waters 
off the coast of northern France to 
fight and willing to die for their 
nation. 

Now, 54-years later, James 
Banda is relaxing in the kitchen of 
his Wilmington home thumbing 
through the pages of a war-time 
scrapbook, studying the black and 
white photographs of his smiling 
fellow soldiers. 

“It’s been over fifty-years now,” 
said Banda, as he sifted through 
newspaper clippings and snapshots. 
“We're almost the forgotten few.” 

On June 6, 1944, Banda’s Second 
Armored Division 41st Infantry 
Regiment reached the Normandy 
shoreline in an invasion that would 
be met with German machine gun 
fire and send hundreds of troops to 
their deaths 

“You see different men being hit 
and going down and it makes you 
wonder if you're going to be the 
next one,” he recalled. “But you 
can’t loose your morale because 
you won't be able to function prop- 
erly, and then you're going to get 
hit.” 

As hellish as the invasion was, 
Banda survived and with his regi- 
ment drove deeper into Europe, 
and eventually crossed the German 
border. Fifteen-miles later, the 
course of Banda’s life would take 
anabrupt turn. After capturing town 
after town, the troops had settled 
into an area when a barrage of 
enemy artillery rocked the outfit, 
felling many and wounding others. 

“We were anticipating the at- 
tack because the tanks always draw 
heavy artillery. What you do is dig 
in and take cover under a tank or in 
afoxhole,” said Banda, whose friend 
was killed in the heavy shelling. “I 
was wounded in both legs. Two- 
inches of my right leg was gone and 
I lost my left knee.” 

During the next frantic moments 
of the attack, Banda recalled being 
whisked away in a blanket and 
transported to the field line while 
still under heavy fire. 

“I can’t tell you how many last 
rites they gave me. I wasn’t sure 
how severe my injuries were until 
the doctor at the field hospital told 
me that I'd never play football 
again,” Banda said, pointing to an 


old x-ray of his shattered legs. “I 
thought I was pretty bad off until I 
met some of my friends in the hos- 
pital that were much worse than I 
was.” 

The news of his injuries was sent 
back to Somerville where his fam- 
ily communicated via telegram, 
however the Western Union deliv 
ery man could not bring it upon 
himself to tell Banda’s parents, and 
instead sent the heart-wrenching 
message to an in-law. In addition to 
James’ wounding, the family was 
coping with the loss of his older 
brother Joseph who has killed in 
action a month prior to James’ 
activation. Some weeks after 
Joseph's death, James’ twin brother 
Albert was injured in battle as well 

The damage from the shrapnel 
left Banda unable to walk for the 
next two-years and left him hospi- 
talized for four-years. Over 35 op- 
erations were performed on his 
legs, including several bone grafts 
from his chest and arms to his 
wounded legs. After stays in hospi- 
tals in Luxembourg and Paris, he 
was sent home to the states where 
he met his late wife Gladys, a U.S. 
Air Force nurse who had also served 
overseas 

At the Valley Forge Hospital in 
Pennsylvania, which at the time 
was reknowned for its expertise in 
plastic surgery, Gladys was as- 
signed to Banda’s floor where they 
fell in love during his long days of 
recovery 

“I had to readjust all over again 
because of my disabilities, and in 
readjusting I give 100-percent credit 
to my late wife,” he said. 

Three-years after the war had 
ceased, Banda was discharged and 
married Gladys in April of 1948 
The couple had five children 

With the G.I. Bill Banda was 
able to attend and graduate Suffolk 
University and later Suffolk Law 
School. Presently, Banda practices 
out of an office adjacent to his 
home 

“They gave us benefits,” said 
Banda. “There’s no question they 
were good to us.” 


In addition to his law practice, 
Banda has served the town for al- 
most 40-years holding numerous 
posts ranging from selectman to 
his current position as a library 
trustee. Banda is also a member of 
the three local veterans groups, 
D.A.V., V.F.W., and the American 
Legion. 

“The veterans organizations are 
great. They do so much. They're in 
the hospitals and visiting the cem 
eteries, and hold the parades on 
Veteran's Day and Memorial Day,” 
said Banda 

Reflecting on his time served in 
action and resulting injury, Banda 
said that he has no regrets 

“I accepted my disability and 
lived with it. There were times that 
I wouldn't go to the beach with my 
body all scarred up, but I got over 
that. The older people understand, 
the young people don't.” 

While Banda agrees that times 
have changed since the days of the 
war, he doesn't believe that 
America’s sense of patriotism has 
waned. 

“Pearl Harbor united us,” he said. 
“Ifanattack ever came tothe United 
States, I believe that we'd unite 
again to preserve these rights we 
have.” 

For his efforts, Banda was 
awarded the Bronze Star, and the 


Purple Heart.

Champion driver | 
killed working on car

TEWKSBURY-Those who knew 
Tewksbury’s “Mighty” Mike Alberty 
Lewis called hima courageous, free 
spirited, thrill seeker. Lewis, a 
NASCAR Racing medal winner and 
nine year veteran of the sport, lost 
his life Friday night, doing some- 
thing he loved. Lewis was prepping 
his “#3 Mighty Mike Lewis” race 
car for this past weekend's racing 
events at Star Speedway in Epping, 
New Hampshire, when his car 
slipped from a jack and landed on 
top of him, killing him instantly. 

“He was the type of guy who 
liked to make life easy,” said Wayne 
Craddock, a six year coworker of 
Lewis’ at Fred F. Cain Chrysler- 
Plymouth in Wilmington. “Nothing 


could take him down whether it be 
a person or a race, he always was 
out there to win.” 

Craddock recalled an amusing 
personal experience with Lewis, 
when he used the word “delegate” 
in a story he was telling. He said 
Lewis mocked him for using such 
“big words.” “Mike would say, why 
not just make it easy and say “give 
out” instead of delegate. Things 
like that just made him very lik- 
able,” he said. 

Craddock said that Lewis thrived 
on racing and living the fast life. 
“He was a very tough guy, you 
could not win an argument with 
him,” Craddock said, “But he was 
like a brother to everyone and ev- 
eryone loved him.” 

Apparently, Lewis stayed late at 
work Friday night to work on his 
car. When a friend drove by the 
dealership around 9:30 p.m. to visit, 
he discovered Lewis. Police con- 


cluded that Lewis was attempting 
to change a heat shield on the 
motor’s starter, when the accident 
occurred. 

Fred F. Cain Sr., owner of the 
dealership where Lewis was the lot 
manager, said Lewis was a well 
respected employee and friend. Cain 
said, “In his job, he had daily con- 
tact with everyoneinthedealership. 
He was always a great guy and 
could never say no to anyone. He 
will always be remembered, he was 
a part of our family. 

Cain said that the Star Speed- 
way held a tribute to Lewis on 
Saturday, the day he was supposed 
to race. “They honored him very 
nicely and preserved his memory 
there,” Cain said, “They made him 
the winner, they made the day spe- 
cial in memory of him.”

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Encouraging 
children to act out

WILMINGTON - Defiant and acting-out children have been given 
the O.K. to do their thing. We, the parents and educators, have 
allowed and, in many cases, directed them in becoming monsters. 
as we become outraged at their behavior and lack of responsibil- 
ity. 

Inappropriate behavior does not develop overnight. It is either 
encouraged or discouraged over a period of years. The varied forms 
of rewards should reinforce behavior, and the meaningful forms of 
punishment should deter; that is, unless we confuse this process by 
rewarding for not being bad, rather than for being good. It may 
should like a play on words, but there is a great difference. 

We pay criminals ransom, protection money, and such, because 
of what we wish to prevent, Payments of this type may control and 
be effective in deterring criminal behavior, but why use it on our 
children? Unless we stop reinforcing this premise, many children 

‘will be led into using negative bargaining power. 

It may start with a simple statement, “John, if you're good, you 

' will get an allowance,” Once again, money is being given for not 
being bad. No harm, if it stopped there, but it can become a way of 
life, especially when home and school become daily reinforcements. 

Asearly as kindergarten, chips and stars are given for being good. 

' There is nothing wrong in giving rewards after the fact. In other 
words, after a child has behaved well, it would be fine to say, “Let’s 

‘ go for ice cream,” or “here’s an extra allowance because you're a 
deserving child. “ If he is behaving properly because of what he is to 

"receive, however, you are paying protection for his control. 

Children are being led to believe that parents and teachers are 

‘indebted to them if they act properly. Rewards can backfire once the 
child believes he should receive them. In reality, it is not mandatory 
to receive for good, but there are laws that specify punishments for 
the lack of it. Children may begin to think, “Parent (or teacher), 
you're lucky I’m good, because I could have been bad if I were not 

‘. rewarded.” Once the child begins to believe he is doing you a favor 
. by being good, you have denied him the responsibility of doing the 
‘proper things. 
»' Many of the children I see here have been exposed to this form of 
encouragement. If it happened seldom, I’m sure it would be harm- 
less, but it can become a daily occurrence, interfering with many 
other positive areas such as paying the child for what he should be 
doing anyway. Examples: “If you make your bed, I will pay you.” “I 
will pay you if you clear the table (after you have eaten my food.” 
“Put your dirty clothes in the hamper (so I can make them clean for 
you.” How can he not believe he is doing you a favor? 
What an injustice if we encourage these children not to be 
responsible? The opportunity to give and share is taken away. Being 
a part of contributing family or classroom is denied. 
Parents’ and teachers’ greatest rewards can come from giving to 
another human being. Why deny this to the child of today by 
, intercepting with the dollar and other rewards? In essence we are 
“’ ‘saying. “Give nothing unless you are paid.” 

~The disruptive child can elicit more rewards than the average 
>" good child could ever dream of. TWo Such children from the family 
"were affected by this unfortunate handling. They, too, had been 
exposed to stars and chips for being good, but now they demanded 

,, Breater prizes for not committing greater crimes. Mother would 

,.Wake up in the morning to be faced with her cupboard emptied, 

-, cereal strewn all over the floor. Then there were times when her 
“shampoo or perfumes were flushed down the hopper. To be awak- 

,ened abruptly at dawn by thundering bangs or screams was not 

, unusual, 

Many will ask how she could allow this to happen. Like many such 
,,»Parents who are divorced, or in the separating process, they become 
br vulnerable. They may feel they have failed as a wife or a husband, 
.... but they must not fail as a parent. This failure, of course, can apply 

*’ to any adult trying to control children. 

; When confronted with “what will you give us if we're are good?” 
“ this particular mother gave toys, money, and gifts until her finances 
hie were exhausted, The rewards became depleted, but the negative 

‘behavior was inexhaustible. Why should these children change;’ 
after all, they we're getting the host for being so bad 

This fiasco had not hit bottom. Until one Saturday, both children 
approached mother to ask if they were going out to eat? Mother 
answered: “Yes, we are.” Without hesitation, one child went on to 
demand, “What will you give us if we don’t embarrass you? Mother 
was speechless. These children may come across as hateful brats, 
but after all, they were taught well. 

These seven and eight-year-old children were finally helped by 
parents and teachers changing their approach at an early age. But 
what about the child who continues to be exposed to many more such 
years? Every year can only bring more and harsher acts of 
disruption against family, school, and society. Swearing, disobedi- 

,, ence and destruction of property usually intensify. The older the 

“” child, the more dangerous and the less chance of changing his or her 
behavior.

Leave the thermometer in the 
unopened refrigerator overnight until 
the water has settled out to the 
refrigerator temperature. Read the 
thermometer the next morning 
immediately after opening the 
refrigerator door for the first time. 
Recommended internal refrigerator 
temperature: 33 degrees F to 40 
degrees F. 


Freezer compartment: Place the 
thermometer securely between two 
packages of firmly frozen food items 
Close the freezer door and wait 30 
minutes. Recommended internal 
freezer temperatures are: -S degrees 
F to 5 degrees F.

thinner. Osteoporosis is a major 
cause of fractures of the spine, hip, 
wrist, and other bones. To help 
prevent this condition, steps can be 
taken early in life and during the 
middle years. Also, treatment is 
available that may help older people 
who already have this disorder. 

The goal in treating osteoporosis 
are based on similar goals. For 
example, exercise helps stimulate 
formation of new bone. Exercise 
may also strengthen muscles and 
help prevent falls. If you already 
have hada fracture, a doctor should 
explain the type of amount of activ- 
ity to be done. 

Many doctors prescribe hor- 
mones, such as estrogen, which 
slows the rate of bone loss. Scien- 
tists are studying other drugs and 
combinations of calcium, vitamin 
D, and estrogen in the hope of find- 
ing a way to stop bone loss.

Now with his seventh victory, his 
strikeoutpaced increased to 13 bat- 
ters per nine innings. 

Not bad for a kid who pitched in 
just one varsity baseball game dur- 


ing his tenure at Wilmington High 
from '91-'93. 

’ "I'm not surprised at what I'm 
doing, I mean I pitched in the JV 
ames and in the summer leagues 
‘at Wilmington]. We had some 

great pitching then, sol had to play 
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a little defense and I did playing 
second base," he said. 

After U-Lowell sent 15 batters to 
the plate in the bottom of the fourth 
with ten of them scoring, things 
were suppose to become a little 
easier for Alonardo. 

"When your up by that many 
runs, you just make sure you throw 
it over the heart of the plate, you 
really don't have to hit the corners 
as much. Youpitch different games 
depending on the score and when 
your up by eleven runs giving up a 
base hit is not that big of a deal," he 
said. 

That base hit was a solo home 
run over the center field fence on a 
first pitch fastball.

1 used to hold the 
ball on the seems [when throwing a 
slider] now I hold it on the side, 
letting it pop out, so it spins [and 
then drops].” 

The following day, Alonardo was 
at it again. He got the start in the 


second game of the doubleheader 
which says a lot of what he means 
to the program as Stone went to 
him on no days rest instead of their 
number one pitcher Ryan Kearney, 
who had one day rest. 


Anyway, New Haven's pitcher 
Jason Scheets was incredible, toss- 
ing a complete game just a day 
after he pitched five innings, this 
time around he was on all adrena- 
line, fooling the Hawks batters with 
adevastatingchange-up. Alonardo, 
on the other hand, didn't pitch bad 
whatsoever, he went the first seven, 
giving up just three earned runs on 
nine hits, while walking two and 
striking out six. After U-Lowell got 
two first inning runs, they were not 
able to help out Alonardo thereaf- 
ter. 

Alonardofinished his season with 
a7-Lrecord and an ERA of 3.06. He 
pitched 70.2 innings giving up 59 
hits, 22 walks, while striking out 88 
batters. Opponents hit a dismal 
.221 against him. He struck out 11.2 
batters this season per 9 innings. 

Last season he was 46 last 
season with an ERA of 5.98 

Not only does he have the single 
season strike out record with 88, he 
is now fifth all-time in school his- 
tory in innings pitched with 201.2, 
tied for fourth all-time with 18 vic- 
tories, and fourth with 172 career 
strikeouts. 

As for his career, he ended it 
with an 18-10 record, 4.10 ERA, 
while pitching 202 innings and giv- 
ing up 198 hits, 76 walks and strik- 
ing out 172. 

This season's efforts has earned 
him a spot onthe NECC All-Confer- 
ence team, as well as a record and 
many satisfying moments on the 
mound, something he has dreamt 
about all of his life. 

Notbad for a kid who was a walk 
on to this program in the fall of '93. 


Another WHS coach resigns 
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different coaches who have served 
for a program that always has had 
a winning tradition. 

Maureen Noone, who has 
coached at WHS for the last ten 
years or so between volleyball, bas- 
ketball, softball and field hockey, 
gave her resignation just a few 
days ago to WHS Athletic Director 
Jim Gillis as she will be the head 
field hockey coachat Andover High.

He your dogs and 
your kids mind you can 


sometimes seem more impossi- 
ble than finding the pot of gold 
at the end of the rainbow.. 

It is not certain what can be 
done about children, however, 
Wilmington resident and dog 
trainer John Johnston, owner of 
K-9 Performance, Inc. believes 
that he can help people with 
their pets. 

“Johnston’s best advice, 
“Spend one hour to one and a 
half hours per-day training the 
dog. Whether you are just on a 
leisurely walk or in the house, 
train them everywhere.” 

He explained that with dogs 
the idea is not to just train them 
in one place or they get used to 
obeying in only that place. 

Johnston is used to working 
with all breeds and sizes of dogs 
from poodles to St. Bernards 
and Great Danes. 

“I have worked with a lot of 
rare breeds to,” he said. 

Those breeds include Presa 
Canarios from the Canary 
Islands, Tosas from Japan, and 
Argentinian Dogo from 
Argentina.

ing dogs,” Johnston said, “is to 
have fun. 

“Everything starts with a 
bonding with the dog.” 

According to Johnston, the 
most difficult part of his job is 
to make sure that the clients are 
working the dogs. 

“The dogs and owners should 
be doing their homework” he 
said. “If you are doing your 
homework training the dogs is 
easy.” 

Johnston has been training 
dogs for the past eight years 
and has been in business at his 
Main Street, North Reading 
location for the past four years. 

“I just love animals,” 
Johnston, formerly a chef said. 
“I started working in a kennel as 
a second job.” 

Following an injury, Johnston 
left his cooking position and 
stayed with dog training. 

He started out by apprentic- 
ing to a master trainer in 
Germany and then worked with 
a trainer in Connecticut before 
coming to Middleton to continue 
his training. 

As a result of his training, 
Johnston is about to be certified 
as a decoy for the North 
American Ring Association and

will be able to work in their 
competitions. 

“I will be the only person to 
be certified in Massachusetts,” 
Johnston said. 

The competitions are for a 
canine sport called French Ring 
and it involves the dog being 
trained for obedience, agility 
and protection (guarding an 
object). 

Johnston described the sport 
as “A test of the dogs ability and 
training.” 

He can also train dogs to par- 
ticipate in Schutzund competi- 
tions, which Johnston described 
as a “German sport that is 
becoming very popular”. 

It consists of obedience 
tracking, agility and protection. 

“It takes a very confident ani- 
mal to do this style of sport,” 
Johnston said. 

He noted that most of the 
dogs that participate are 
German Shepards, Rotweillers, 
Belgian Malinois, pit bulls, 
American Bulldogs and border 
collies. 

Although protection is a big 
part of both sports, Johnston 
stressed “I don’t train guard 
dogs. Those are dogs that are 
frustrated to the point where 
they don’t trust anybody. 


“They are to aggressive.” 
He added, “I do protection 
training.” 


He is successful enough at it 
to be called on by several police 
departments including the 
Bristol County Sheriff's 
Department the 
Portsmouth, NH Police 
Department. He has also 
worked with the late Officer Bob 


and 


Marchione, who was North 
Reading's Canine Officer before 
a tragic accident took his life. 

Johnston has imported dogs 
from Czechoslovakia and Ger- 
many for police work. 

“Dogs respond to any lan- 
guage you train them in,” 
Johnston said, 

He has used English, 
German, French, Czechoslova- 
kian, numbers and hand signals 
to train dogs. 

Johnston uses a strict regi- 
men for the first time that he 
works with a dog. 

“Everything I do here starts 
with an evaluation,” he said. I 
check for behavioral problems, 
chewing, jumping, barking, bit- 
ing or any form of aggressive- 
ness.” 

Johnston added, “The evalua- 
tion (which is done in private) 
gives me a chance to talk with 
the owners about training and 
limitations they should be set- 
ting in their houses.” 

He also uses the evaluation to 
set up a program that will 
address what the dog needs for 
training and what the owners 
should be providing. 

After the one time, one hour, 
private session and the evalua- 
tion are completed the dog and 
owner start out in a basic course 
for beginners which consists of 
six, one-hour classes. The basic 
commands of sit, down, stay, 
heel and come are gone over in 
the class plus the work on any 
behavioral problems. 

Usually between two and 
seven dogs are in the classes. 

Johnston will also do private

Colic. The word alone can 
make even the most experi- 
enced parent tremble. 

From 3 weeks to 3 months 
old, babies with colic begin to 
scream at the same time most 
evenings and continue to sob 
for the next two to four hours. 
All infants have cranky or 
“colicky” periods, but most 
calm down when they are 
rocked, held or fed. With true 


colic, however, babies are 
usually inconsolable. 
Pediatricians now believe 


that most cases of colic are the 
result of an exaggerated 
gastrocolic reflex, which is 
visible when infants suddenly 
pull away from the breast or 
bottle, grunt, stretch their legs 
and pass gas. Although babies 
with colic are healthy and con- 
tinue to gain weight, the 
spasms caused by the reflex 
are very painful. 

Switching formulas or 
modifying a breastfeeding 
mother's diet rarely changes 
the intensity of the reflex. 
Some infants, however, are 
sensitive to milk protein and 
improve when they switch 
from a dairy-based formula to 
nondairy-based formula or 
their mothers stop eating milk 
products. 

There are many non- 
prescription remedies for colic, 
but their effects, if any, are 
often temporary. Herbal teas, 
such as chamomile or fennel,

Simethicone drops (Mylicon in- 


fant drops), available in drug- 
stores, can also reduce in- 
testinal gas. The motion of a 
car or infant swing might pro- 
vide a few minutes of respite, 
but as soon as the movement 


stops, the crying usually 
resumes. 
Fortunately, hyocyamine 


sulfate drops (Levsin), a pres- 
cription medicine, makes some 
babies more comfortable. 
These drops block the 
gastrocolic reflex and are 
given at night before the last 
feeding that triggers the colic. 
Ironically, parents may worry 
that their baby has become too 
quiet or sleepy after taking 
hyocyamine sulfate drops, but 
these behaviors are normal 
and a sign that the medication 
is working. Nevertheless, if a 
baby with colic is failing to 
gain weight, or the crying is 
accompanied by fever, vomit- 
ing or diarrhea, contact your 
pediatrician. 

Although colic in itself does 
no harm to babies, the constant 
wailing can wear parents to a 
frazzle, leaving them vul- 
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nerable to both emotional and 
physical distress. Parents must 
make an extra effort to take 
care of their own needs. Plenty 
of rest makes it easier to cope 
with the stress of continuous 
crying. If two parents are 
available, then scheduling 
breaks for both can make a 
long night feel a bit shorter. 
During break time, parents 
should consider leaving the 
house to do something relax- 
ing. At home, off-duty parents 
can take a short vacation from 
the noise with a pair of ear- 
plugs or a hot shower. Single 
parents need not suffer alone. 
Friends and relatives are often 
willing to lend a hand and 
hiring a baby sitter is well 
worth the investment. 

Babies with colic will cry 
whether or not they are held, 
so it is all right to put them 
down in a crib or swing. They 
will not be harmed by spending 
time alone in a safe spot, espe- 
cially if a parent needs a 
break. Thankfully, most babies 
outgrow colic when they are 3 
months old, and parents can 
finally get to know their infants 
in a whole different way.

“The Sub-Committee of the 
Tewksbury School Committee is 
concerned about the format and 
approaches of the orientation 
meeting for grade 8 students,” 
notes the “Tewksbury Town 
Crier.” 

“It appears that the enroll- 
ment at Shaw Tech is declining. 
The enrollment for Shaw Tech 
for Grade 9 is 70 students (24%), 
Grade 10 is 104 students (32%), 
Grade 11 is 100 students (33%), 
and Grade 12 is 93 students 
(33%).

“There's a lot of confidence in 

| the economy right now, and that 
optimism is lifting the housing 


market to new heights,” said

Home furnishings are lively 


People are also spending more on gardens and patios. 
That’s a second factor helping bring a welcome liveliness 
into a corner of home-furnishing design not previously 
known for innovation. 

The encouraging sales figures for garden items have led 
Ethan Allen to market this year the first outdoor furniture 
in its 65-year history. 

“Newer homes in middle and upper price ranges typically 
have more than one sitting area outdoors, which creates a 
need for more outdoor furniture,” M. Farooq Kathwari, CEO 
of Ethan Allen based in Danbury, Conn., said. 

Two of Ethan Allen’s new furniture groups are frankly 
based on best-selling interior groups. The others are in 
styles reminiscent of old-fashioned wrought-iron patio sets. 

Prices range from $289 for a cast-aluminum dining arm- 
chair in the traditional Trellis line to $1,349 for a chaise in 
the Spa collection, which is teak with an aluminum frame- 
work. The main material for most of the furniture groups is 
cast aluminum. 

Once well-known for several collections of outdoor furni- 
ture, Knoll dropped the category. Now the design leader has 
returned to it with fiberglass-reinforced cement stools and 
low tables by Lin, the designer of the Vietnam Veterans’ 
Memorial in Washington, D.C. 

Lin’s furniture is being introduced at the furniture trade 
show, Neocon, in Chicago on June 8. Not yet priced, it is 
suitable for home gardens as well as parks, spokesperson 
Coco Kim said. 

Schultz designed some of Knoll’s most famous outdoor 
furniture of the 1950s and ’60s. He is currently offering the 
Topiary Collection made of perforated anodized aluminum 
sheeting. 

“My concept was to design furniture that filters the light 


the way shrubbery does,” Schultz said. 


Benches, chairs, a ~’ wise and tables are available in dark 
green and in uncolored silvery anodized aluminum. The 
anodized finish is slightly more expensive but it’s a better 
choice for very sunny spots, the designer said, because it 


will stay cool to the touch while the dark green color ab- 


sorbs heat. 

The furniture is sold through designer showrooms around 
the country and via mail order from the Richard Schultz Co. 
of Palm, Pa. List prices range from $495 for an armless 
stacking chair in dark green to $1,595 for a bench in 
anodized silver. 

Its growing use indoors has given semi-antique garden 
furniture a new lease on life. In the most extreme example 
of the trend, Joni Lima of Vintage Wrought Iron Furniture 
in Permaquid Point, Maine, says only about a third of the 
old furniture he rescues and reconditions goes outside. 

The furniture, dating from around the 1920s to the 1960s, 
is also used as indoor dining sets and desks and for garden 
rooms. 

Prices depend on rarity and age. A table and chairs for 
four can range from $900 and $5,000. 

While the pieces Lima stocks originally were made for 
the carriage trade and have always more or less held their 
value, lesser-quality outdoor pieces, the kind that land in 
junk shops or by the side of the road, are also in demand. 
Set out with plenty of colorful flowers, they create outdoor 
living areas of rakish charm. 

Peeling paint and other signs of age are considered part 
of the appeal, according to Mary Randolph Carter. In her 
book, “Garden Junk”@ (Penguin Studio, $29.95), Carter says 
that unwanted old paint or rust can be removed, but to keep 
the authentic look she advises merely stabilizing the pieces 
by covering them with clear polyurethane. 

Carter also advocates recycling broken ladders, trellises 
and fencing as plant supports, and using worn-out garden 
equipment as planters and decorative accents.

A: Most electrical codes re- 
quire a home's electrical sys- 
tem to be grounded through the 
copper or  galvanized-iron 
water supply pipes that lead 
from the water main to your 
faucets.
